Hayl'trsi Seth Williams, and David Cobb, 
ducovered» on a large rock, on the mar­ 
gin of the aea, at Dighton, In Masaa* 
ehusetts, an inscription in atranga cba- 
ractere. This Inacription had been the 
aobject 
com «non conversation for 
more than fifty years, but was consider­ 
ed aseóme rude woik of tha Indians 
who had inhabited that quarter. 
ThtBae 
citizens made a copy of the inscripUoOf 
and copies were multiplied and sent to 
many learned men and learned bodica, 
in different parts of K.urope. 


Many attempts haye beenmtda to de­ 
cypher it ; the charactera are partly a/- 
jifiabetical, partly hieroglyfihicai. 
We 
have a very accurate copy ol it before us

ters are Oiivntul, partaking of the cha- 
rucicrtstic form» cf the ¿'on«rrir and the 
iaiic, and written from right to left ; 
but the utorjj, fot it appears to be an 
historical reco'd, begin« on the left, and 
prucced« to the ri^ht. there being, ap 
puietuly thice acts, refen ing to the past, 
the present, and the future, and signify­ 
ing whence the authois of the inscnp- 
tiou came, their nu:nber and intercou:

1. it it binted that the Cabinet (that 
is, the Executive) have Aofie» that the 
Treaty will uot ba ratified by the King 
of Spain. Thit, we have reaton to be­ 
lieve, ia a great arror. 
The ayat of the 
government wara open« whan they otade 
tho iraaty, to all tha circumataucas 
connected with it ; and, had eeary foot 
ol aoil been granted by Spain, the Trea 
ty would yet have been a valuable one. 
It waa tha •9v*reignty of the territory, 
and ita appendant advaniagea, that was 
necaatary to ut, and not tha /arttf. of 
which even were it of tha beat quality, 
tha govarnmant haa already a fund suf­ 
ficiently great for its wants, if not for its 
wishet. 


3. At to the fact, tbat vaat grantt of 
land in Florida have been made by Spain, 
beyond the calculationa of our govern* 
ment, we believe that the Editor of the 
Ceniinel has been misinformed as to the 
particulars, though not far wide of the 
general fact it is true, wa believe, that 
enoimous nominal grants have been 
made, many of them to American mer­ 
chants and speculators. 
But, it is also 
true, that nearly all those grants are 
utterly void. 
Of how much validity 
they are, may be inferred from the fact 
that aome of tbe largaet of them are laid 
on territory, (formerly pan of Louisia.ia) 
which haa boon occupied by the United 
Sûtes many years, bat been for some 
time included within a larrltoriel gov­ 
ernment« and will toon become pan of 
a sovereign state. 


3. At lo the conferences between 
Mr. Om'f and Mr. Secretary jtdam»^ the
